Hall.  B©  was  one  of  tho  founders  er  original  proprietors  of  Walling¬ 
ford  in  1670  and  was  one  of  the  signers  of  the  compact.  The  town  re¬ 
cords  of  New  Haven  mentions  him  as  "Wingle  Johnson**  and  he  Is  recorded 
as  husbandman,  and  planter*  He  died  in  1716  and  his  will  Is  recorded 
at  Hew  Haven.
